The Lion German Presbyter lab Church, 
whose edlflea on East 40th Street. New 
York, was burned last w^uk, haa for lta 
pastor, Lev P. EV Voegolln, who waa 
graduated fioin oar German Saminary 
in 1818- 

It la better to build up than to burn 
dowrA and Rev. John Richelaon, who 
was In the same class here with Mr. 
Voegtdlii, has just completed and dedicat¬ 
ed the renovation of his church in 
Philadelphia. The • Presbyterian” of 
that city says: The enlarged church 
edifice of ‘ t .e German Presbyterian 
CbUDeh on Corinthian avenue, ^ras formal¬ 
ly dedicated last Sabbath. Ths church 
haa bean almost entirely i ►‘constructed 
of Avondale atone aud will now seat be¬ 
tween four and five hundred persona. 
The sermon on Sabbath morning was de¬ 
livered by Rev. Dr. Henry W. Seibert of 
Bloomfield, N. J The coat of the im¬ 
provement was about *15.000. Mr. Rich* 
alaou lias been the only pastor of tills 
church, and he has done his work with 
great faithfulness and intelligence, build¬ 
ing up gradually the largest German 
Presbyterian congregation In tbe city.

Should the Town Supply the Books? 

To The CUizen :—Chlldretl who attend 
the public schools of this/town, if they 
ate so disposed aud their parents »io 
^ileto afford It, oau aoqulie an excellent 
common school education. Their tuition is 
attended toby an able corps of teachers. 
Tbe management of the school* U in the 
hands of an excellent board of trustees. 
There is. however, one great cause of 
complaint against the public school 
system of this town, and it is making It- 
seir felt more fiequently as the system of 
common school education becomes more 
comprehensive. It is the question of tlie 
cost of text books. 

Families in indigent circumstances can- 
m>t meet the heavy tax lnipoaed upon 
them for text books, particularly if three 
or qjore ohildren from one family are at¬ 
tending school. In the township of East 
Orange the books are furnished free of 
charge. Of course a high. r rate of school 
t*x is imposed to meet the expense. It 
is a question though, whether that rate 
exceeds the tax paid In this town by the 
tiead of a family when*the float for text 
•oks i* added to the amount charged 
alnst him In the tax levy. The matter 
i* one deserving of investigation.

Obituary 

akahbl o Iiabvm. 

Mr. A. G. Darwin, who haa for years 
been on* of the most pr- mlneut citizen* 
of tliia town, died at his residence on 
Ridgewood Avenue at half past »lx 
o'clock on Thursday morning this week 
of pneumonia. ' Mr. Darwin was born at 
Millville, New York. May 24lh, 1827, 

and tlie early yttt^s of his life were spent 
in the West where he was prominently 
cmmected with different railroad corpoia- 
tlons for many years. 

>T r Darwin moved east with ills fam¬ 
ily about the yeai 1870, and shortly after 
hla coming East took up his residence at 
Bloomfield, where he resided almost cot - 
Unuously from that time until his death 

Probably no man ni Bloomfield wa^ 
better known than Mr. Darwin. He was, 
of tall, o-immandiug flgdre, of g«nla 
temperament and a man of tlie most In¬ 
tense energy. For a number of years lie 
was Identified with the Allen Paper C ;u 
Wheel Company aud ikaa its fired Presi¬ 
dent, and it was due Jargely to hi* untir¬ 
ing efforts that that Coippany achieved its 
v< ry marked su*eess, and in tlie seivice 
of this Company Mr. Darwin first injured 
hi* theretofore perfect health. 

After ids retirement from the pret-i- 
deocy of the Allen Paper C'ar Wheel Com¬ 
pany, Mr. Darwin became t'he President 
of the Strungf Locomotive Company ami 
prominently identified with a number of 
other Industrial corporations, to which lie 
deioted himself with all that zeal mid in¬ 
dustry which was so ebufaetejisNc of 
him. 

But Mr. Darwin was bettet known in 
Blooiiiifielil bj Id-, extensive ieul estate 

iran.-ujctjons than iu any other way. In 
188(1 lie conceived the Idea of making 
Oleu Ridge an attractive mid popular 
suburban settlement, and tlie six years 
that have passed bear teNtimm y to his 
success in that effort, and Glen Ridge, 
which from the stniggling settlement of 
a few houses which It was.in 1886, has be 
come the populous neighborhood that it 
is. is It Is best monument. 

Mr. Dar vin in addition to being an en¬ 
ergetic and indefatigable business man 
was also known to those wlip knew him 
bestasa kind trieud ami neighbor, and 
devoted husband and fattier, and whie 
his eliarities have not been ostentatious 
they have not been few, and many a fam¬ 
ily could testify to the kind thoughtful¬ 
ness of tlie anonymous giver. 

Mr. Darwin was one of the founders of 

the Glen Ridge Club and it* President 
for many yeai*. lifter it* organization, un¬ 
til the pressure of other affair* aud 
autie* comp*ti«a Dim to relinquish that 
position, aixl that Club undou b t e dly owes 
it* success.vsvy largely to hi* effort* in 
Its behalf. Tbe ereollon of the unique 
*ml tasteful station at Glen Ridge was 
due to. id* Influence with the Railroad 
Company and to hi* liberal contribution, 
he having spent many thousands of dol¬ 
lar* in addition to what the Company 
furnished. 

But it is needle** to specify the enter¬ 
prise* in which Mr. Darwin ha* figured. 
It is Sufficient to say that no movement 
which lias had for it* aim the improve¬ 
ment.of Glen Ridge ha* failed of his 
hearty support, and uo man could have 
been taken away from that neighborhood 
whose loss would have been more keenly 
felt, both by tboea who knew him well 
and by the community at large. 

Mr Darwin leave* hi* wife aud two 
children, and hla motliacaiid brother who 
live In Wisconsin.
